Sound Warnings 
On Wage Boosts 


WASHINGTON () — Secre- 
try of Labor Schwellenbach said 
today another postwar round of 
wage boosts is in prospect unless 
Congress acts to cut the cost of 
living. 

Schwellenbach went to the cap- 
itol te back President Truman’s 
broad economic controls program 
as increasing complaints came 
from some Republican legislators 
that the administration is not pre- 
senting sufficiently specific legis- 
lative proposals in that field. 

The labor secretary testified 
before the House banking com:- 
mittee while another congressional 
group, the Senate-House economic 
committee, was hearing conten- 
tions from grain exchange men 
that the administration has un- 
justly singled them out for at- 
tack, 

Schwellenbach said that wage 
increases are not responsible for 
upward spiralling prices and end- 
ing the 40 hour week will not solve 
the problem of getting larger pro- 
duction. 

Moreover, he told the committee 
that demands for a “third round” 
of postwar wage boosts can be 
averted only by “prompt and firm 
action” to cut living costs.

Plans Change 
In Airport 
Ordinance 


Aircraft may not legally re- 
main overnight in the city of On- 
tario without approval 
chief of police. 

Citing this as an example of 
the provisions of Ontario’s anti- 
quated aviation ordinance, Airport 
Manager George Sanford last 
night won approval of the city 
councilmen for a new aviation or- 
dinance for the city. 

City Attorney Henry Busch was 
instructed to work with Sanford 
in preparing a new city law gov- 
erning the operation of aircraft. 

Operators at Ontario Interna- 
tional airport who are two months 
behind in payment of rent will be 
evicted from the field. 

The airport commission has so 
deereed after it was developed 
that one or two operators were in 
arrears in rental payments. 

Use of the former officers’ club 
building at the field by Pacific 
Overseas airlines as an employe 
recreation building rent free was 
approved on a roll call vote with 
Councilman Oregon Smith dis- 
senting. 

“This building has a rental value, 
and should not be given rent free 
to anyone,” Smith asserted. Others 
countered that the unused build- 
inng is rapidly deteriorating, that 
no renter is now in sight, and the 
POA must vacate on demand by 
the city. ‘ 

A general discussion of the air- 
line and charges made it by the 
city was then developed.

Palestine In Opposition 


2} Jews Fight 
Back in Test 
Of Blood, Fire 


» * 

JERUSALEM (#)—A test of 
blood and fire began today for the 
Palestine partition plan. when 
thousands of angry Arabs swept 
thyough Jerusalem, wrecking, 
burning and looting Jewish hbuild- 
ings. 

ews counterattacked in bloody 
fighting. 

“Rioting . broke out at other 
points in the Holy Land, and the 
casualty toll in mid-afternoon by 
unofficial count reached five Jew 
and Arab dead, 29 Jews wounded 
and nine Arabs injured. 

Mobs put the torch to 50 build- 
ings in Jerusalem, both Jewish 
and Arab. Jewish sources estim- 
ated the property damage at more 
than $1,000,000. 


Still Burning 


Many of Jerusalem’s buildings 
still were burning this afternoon 
wken police and troops restored a 
semblance of order. The Arabs 
began their attacks at dawn, with 
th® opening of a three-day Arab 
strike called by the Arab higher 
expcutive to protest the United 
Nations partition decision. Jews 
in trucks and afoot counter-at- 
tatked swiftly. 

Firing broke out at twe places 
togight on the border of All-Arab 
Jaffa and All-Jewish Tel Aviv. 

ghe supreme commander of 
Hagana, the Jewish underground 
defense militia, charged that large 
mémbers of Arabs in the Negeb 
desert area “have been ordered. to 
attack settlements there’. His 
communique, issued at Tel Aviv 
headquarters of Hagana, said the 
maitia had “taken necessary de- 


Sdense measures”, 


4 Pall of Smoke 


« A pall of smoke over Jerusalem 
digamed a bright sun. Hagana 
fire-fighting brigades, armed with 
clubs and buckets, deployed about 
alk Jewish residential sections. 
Many young. girls were among 
thgm. The Jewish forces appear- 
ed well disciplined. 


Six Jews were arrested in the 
wetckage of St. Julian’s Way af- 
ter a chase across housetops. Po- 
lige said the six, who carried re- 
volvers and grenades, were snip- 
ing at Arabs. They were iden- 
tified as members of a 10-man 
commission sent to assess dam- 
age to Jewish shops. 

As darkness approached, . sullen 
mobs faced each other on Princ2ss 
M&ry's Way, which was_ strewn 
with splintered glass and rubble. 
Tt Arabs were armed with 
knives, stones and staves, with 
which they had swooped out of 
the old wall city in their dawn at- 
tack. Police feared the fury of 
the attacks would mount rather 
than abate.

Reports U.S. Producing Atomic 
Weapons From Uranium, Plutonium. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (®)#H 
David E. Lilienthal, chairman of 
the atomic energy commission, 
disclosed today the United States 
now is producing new atomic 
weapons from both uranium and 
plutonium. 

“Both of these products are used 
for atomic weapons in current pro- 
duction-and under design at com- 
mission laboratories,” Lilienthal 
said. 

He did not explain whether the 
new weapons are bombs, such as 
were dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, or represent a new mil- 
itary application of atomic power: 
Such details are classed as ‘'se- 
cret.” 

In a speech prepared for the 
American: society of mechanical 
engineers, Lilienthal said the 
weapons are being assembled at 
the isolated Los Alamos, N. M., 
laboratories where the first bomb 
was produced. 

Yesterday the atomic energy 
commission disclosed a new prov- 
ing grounds for atomic weapons 
is being created at remote Eniwe- 


tok Atoll, in the far Pacific. 


Peale speech came on the 
fifth anniversary of the success- 
ful conclusion of experiments that 
the energies within the nucleus 
of the uranium atom may be re- 
leased upon a large scale and can 
be controlled. 

This demonstration occurred 
Dec.’ 1, 1942, on the athletic field 
of the University of Cnicago under 
the direction of Enrico Fermi, 
famed Italian scientist. 


The government never has con- 
firmed any reports concerning the 
nature of the contents of atomic 
bombs which have been exploded 
in the past. But it s known that 
they can be made either of ura- 
nium 235 or of plutonium, a man- 
made element produced rsom ura- 
nium.

Filibuster by 


Reds Broken 
In France - 


PARIS (#)—A 10-hour “silent 
filibuster” by communist deputies 
was broken early today and the 
national assembly was called back 
into session (9 a.m. EST) to en- 
act a stringent anti-strike law 
requested by Premier Robert Schu- 
man to fight work stoppages par- 
alyzing the nation. 

One stoppage was ended this 
morning when police cleared sit- 
down strikers from six power 
plants in the Paris area, permit- 
ting subways to resume opera- 
tion after service had been sus- 
pended for several hours. More 
than 2,000,000 workers remained 
idle, however, stalling every major 
industry. 

The communits’ “silent filibust- 

er” against Schuman’s angi-strike 
bill, which is aimed at breaking 
the communist grip on the French 
labor movement, ended when Re- 
publican guards ejected commun- 
its deputy Raoul Calas from the 
assembly chamber. 
* Fifty other communist deputies 
who had occupied the otherwise 
empty chamber with Calas fol- 
lowed him out. Calas made no 
effort to resist the guards and 
there was no disorder. 

Calas refused to leave the speak- 
er’s rostrum yesterday afternoon 
after a vote of censure against: 
him for urging army reservists to 
refuse to comply with government 
orders calling them to the colors. 
The vote also directed his tem- 
porary expulsion from the as- 
sembly. 


Marshall To 
See Molotov 


LONDON (/P)—Secretary of 
State Marshall, apparently an- 
xious for a private conversation 
with Russian foreign minister V. 
M. Molotov, accepted today the in- 
vitation from Molotov for lunch- 
eon Friday. 

The luncheon will afford the two 
their first opportunity for direct 
discussion of U. S. and Russian 
problems since the Moscow meet- 
ing early this year, when Molotov 
attended Marshall’s conference 
with Prime Minister Stalin. There 
was no official indication of what 
Marshall wants from a meeting 
with Molotov. 

Molotov earlier declined an in- 
vitation..to have lunch with Mar- 
shall at the U. S. embassy Mon- 
day. American diplomats here for 
the Big Four foreign ministers 
conference were puzzled by Molo- 
tov’s rejection. Soviet inform- 
ants said simply that it had not 
been convenient for Molotov to 
keep the date on Monday and that 
Molotov would see Marshall very 
soon,

Instantly America was changed from a self-satisfied, 
easy-going nation into one fiercely bent on seeing that right 
prevailed. The road from Pearl Harbor to Tokyo was a long 
one filled with throbbing heartbeats and heartaches and 








The Big Four foreign nifnisters’ 
conference. in. London, . summoned. 
to write the German and Austrian 
peace treaties which are so vital 
to the rehabilitation of chaotic 
Europe, technically has got under 
way after the usual Bolshéevist 
damning of the Western democra- 
cies and sharp retorts from the 
Tatter. 

You’d think that, with the wel- 
fare of humanity at sfake, this 
historic quartet (America, Brit- 
ain, France and Russia) would get 
busy and produce the goods. How- 
ever, from dismal experience we 
know that the mere fact they’ve 
begun operations without actual 
bloodshed doesn’t by any means 
give assurance that there will be 
real progress. 

Successful progress depends 
mainly on one thing, and that is 
whether all of the Big Four really 
want progress, or rather whether 
all want the same kind of progress. 
On this score there’ is plenty of 
evidence of a wild and seemingly 
unabridgeable divergence of view 
between Russia and the democra- 
cies. 

Moscow has declared war to the 
knife ‘against the Marshall plan 
for the rehabilitation of Western 
Europe. Rehabilitation of Ger- 
many is essential to the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe. Consequently one 
can only expect Russia to avoid 
any sort of German. treaty which 
would aid the Marshall project. 

Thus I'm afraid we must con- 
clude that much of what takes 
place at the London conference 
will be maneuvering for strategic 
position in the continental strug- 
gle.

The unbeaten Irish, who close 
out their season against Southern 
California’s Ros2 Bowl eleven on 
Saturday, garnered 1,184 points to 
Michigan's 1,176. A week ago, 
the Irish led the Wolverines by 30 
points. 

The Irish placed on every bal- 
lot, with their lowest ranking be- 
ing seventh place, while Michi- 
gan’s Big Nine champions and 
Rose Bowl entry missed out on 
one.

Foreign Trade 
Lone for West 
Coast Predicted

WASHINGTON ()—California 
state legislators predicted today 
that the first foreign trade zone 
on the West coast will be estab- 
lished early next year at the 
port of San Francisco. 

State Rep. Richard McCollister 
(R-Mill Valley), chairman of the 
committee on federal participa- 
tion of the California commission 
on interstate cooperation, an- 
nounced after a conference with 
Federal officials that a permit 
“in all probability” will be grant- 
ed to San Francisco at the next 
meeting of the foreign trade zone 
board Dec. 2. 

The San Francisco application 
has been pending 10 years. 

Only two other foreign trade 
zones, where foreign cargo may 
be unloaded and stared duty 
free pending later sale or trans- 
shipment exist in the United 
States. One is at Staten Island, 
N. Y., and the second was creat- 
ed at New Orleans last May.
